The state yesterday took a 
major step toward the develop­ 
ment of a park in Bucks County 
by purchasing the l,60C-acre 
residue of the Tyler Estate. 
The action marked the begin­ 
ning of a state park develop­ 
ment program 
under Project 
70. The Tyler Estate was the 
first parcel in Eastern Pennsyl­ 


vania to be acquired under the 
project. 
The voters had approved Proj­ 
ect 70, and $40,000,000 has been 
allocated by the legislature for 
the acquisition of greenbelts in 
urban areas. 
To Cost $2,000,000 
Cost of the Bucks parcel will 
be $2,000,000 and the Depart­ 


ment of Forests and Waters will 
make a down payment when its 
representatives and lawyers of 
the estate meet in Doylestown. 
The negotiations for the pur­ 
chase of the estate got under 
way in August.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — The 
nation’s steel industry and the 
steelworkers union 
were cau­ 
tioned today that higher steel 
prices or a strike threat could 
damage the nation’s economy. 


A government official issued 
the warning on prices while a 
Michigan State University pro­ 
fessor cited the dangers to the 
economy that a strike threat 
could create. 


The industry was told that if 
its policy of “creeping selec­ 
tivity” in price increases con­ 
tinued unchecked and led to a 
wage-price spiral, the economy 
would face the threat of infla­ 
tion.

Vicious Mail-Order Racket 
Leen “Party Girls’ Names Peddled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen­

they had uncovered a vicious 
nationwide 
mail-order 
racket 
that peddles names of alleged 
teen-age “ party girls.” 


Many of the names checked 
by investigators turned out to 
be those of unsuspecting daugh­ 
ters of prominent persons—inno­ 
cent victims of a Chicago smut 
dealer. 


Staff members of the Senate 
juvenile delinquency subcommit­ 
tee, headed by Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, 
D-Conn.. 
are 
prepar­ 
ing for a hearing early next 
year on efforts to peddle sex 
through the mails. 


Among the cases cited to 
United Press International was 
that of a Midwest smut mer­ 
chant who advertises in the 
mail that he has an inventory 
of 
10.000 names of teen-age 
girls complete with addresses 
and telephone numbers. 


Investigators said he sells the 
names and numbers for $2 for 
50 
names. 
The 
names 
are 
grouped by cities and states, 
according to the Senate group. 


One investigator sent for and 
received names from Connecti­ 
cut and the Washington-Balti- 
more areas. He checked 15 or 
16 and discovered most were 
girls from prominent families 


who had no knowledge 
they 
were on the lists. 


One girl named on the list 
had just entered a convent. 


In the preliminary investiga­ 
tion, it

three of the girls had been con­ 
tacted by a Boston businessman 
who said he was coming to

companionship.

The November increase was 
led by higher costs for housing, 
clothing and automobiles. The 
housing cost increase included 
both rentals and home owner­ 
ship, and both new and used 
car prices were up. 


The Labor Department said 
the consumer price index for 
November stood at 108.7 per 
cent of the 1957-59 average. Liv­ 
ing costs last month were 1.2 
per cent above a year earlier, 
meaning that the same consum­ 
er items costing $10 last year 
had risen in cost to $10.12 last 
month.
